Florida’s governor is wiser 
than most of his Southern con- 
temporaries. 

He knows the world is caught 
up in the accelerated industrial 
revolution. 

This revolution, in which the 
United States is the most suc- 
cessful participant, has caused 
millions of Asians and Africans 
to realize that servitude and 
poverty are not necessarily their 
predestined standard of life. 

The pressure of the revolu- 
tion’s urbanization and indus- 
trial concentrations brings in- 
evitable change to this country. 
We cannot escape it. Nor do 
we wish so to do. The states, 
cities and hamlets vie with one 
another for new industries. 

This fact makes al] the more 
astonishing the actions of a few 
Southern governors. They avid- 
ly seek new industries and at 
the same time mourn the pass- 
ing of the “old ways’’ which 
they swear to defend. Some- 
how it never comes to them 
tnat they, with their industrial 
programs, are surely ending the 
“old ways.” 


Understanding 


Florida's governor merits spe- 
cial attention because he, almost 
alone of the Southern governors, 
seems to understand the forces 
at work. 

He made three points to the 
*‘hundreds who contro] millions 
for investment.” Florida, he 
said, could offer stability ... 
Her economy is stable. Her tax 
system is stable. The tourists, 
the alchemists who transmute 
Florida’s sandy beaches and her 
sun into gold, still come. But 
the state’s economy no longer 
depends exclusively on tourism. 

Florida’s population, her bank 
deposits and other indicia of 
growth all point to great indus- 
trial development. Her population 
increase is greater than that of 
any other Southeastern state, and 
it is not, as some think, made up 
cf old and retired persons. Also, 
under Gov. Collins there seems to 
be a lessening of fear and doubt 
and a growing confidence that a 
state may, after all, really have 
good government. Consequently, 
there is planning for the future: 

Governor Collins, knowing that 
investors of millions look ahead 
to the use of atomic power, in- 
formed them that the Florida 
legislature had voted $500,000 to 
set up a nuclear reactor at the 
University of Florida. 

“Stability” was the essential 
ingredient of his ‘‘sales story’’ 
. . . Stability in government and 
in taxes. 

And also stability in the ‘‘cli- 
mate of government.” 


“Climate” 

Florida has not agitated the 
race problem following the Su- 
preme Court decision. The state 
has not desegregated. It is 
carrying out studies. It proba- 
bly will leave final decision to 
local boards. 

Governor Collins has not made 
talks inviting industry on one 
day and inflammatory, violent 
racial speeches on the day fol- 
lowing. There is, naturally, sub- 
stantial opposition to the court’s 
decree. There will be islands 
of unrelenting resistance. 

But neither the governor nor 
any political leader of stature in 
the state has agitated the issue 
for political purposes. 

To the vacationing observer 
it appears that whatever Flor- 
ida eventually does in the school 
issue will come out of local de- 
cisions, arrived at by the people 
concerned. Local boards will 
not be harassed, or stirred to 
emotional violence as they seek 
to arrive at local solutions. 

This, too, fits into the frame- 
work of the Florida program— 
stability and integrity in gov- 
ernment, in taxes, in economy 
and in the ‘‘climate’’ of public 
opinion. 

The cuming of industry to | 
states, cities and towns, is a 
part of the world industrial rev- 
olution and its greater political 
implications. 

We cannot forever escape

The states with a stable, hon- 
est, progressive government, 
boldly pioneering in atomic en- 
ergy at the state university, will 
inevitably reap .a stable harvest.

Fund Begun 
By Alumni 


Concrete steps in a long-range 
plan to bring University of Geor- 
gia standards up to any univer- 
sity in the nation were laid at a 
meeting of alumni and visitors 
here Monday night. 


First step in the plans calls 
for formation of a general com- 
mittee to study the needs and 
weaknesses of every school, col- 
lege and department in the Uni- 
versity at Athens, and the amount 
needed to correct them. 


The committee will make its 
preliminary report Oct. 15 and 
final report April 15, 1956. The 
plan may require 10 to 25 years 
to be completed, former Gov. 
Herman Talmadge, University of 
Georgia Alumni Association presi- 
dent, said. 


Funds for correcting Univer- 
sity weaknesses and providing 
additional facilities or services, 
the committees disclosed, will 
come from the $1,000,000 a year 
alumni contribution.

ACCUSES EX-PW 
Sgt. Lloyd Pate 


GI Accused 
Of Slaying 
Fellow PW 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (#—Sgt. 
James C. Gallagher was dramati- 
cally pointed out today as the tor- 
ture slayer of a sick fellow Ameri- 
can in a Red Chinese prisoner of 
war camp. 


His accuser, Sgt. 1. C. Lloyd W. 
Pate, said he was fulfilling a war- 
time vow as he pointed a forefinger 
at the 23-year-old Brooklyn defend- 
ant and told the court-martial: 


‘*That’s the man.”’ 


The unidentified murder victim 
was beaten, hung on a hook and 
finally cast into below-zero weather 
to die March 7, 1951. He was one of 
three prisoners Gallagher is ac- 
cused of slaying. 


MADE PROMISE 


“IT made a promise to that kid 
and myself,’’ said Pate, 23, of Au- 
gusta, Ga., “that if God would per- 
mit me to come home alive, I 
would see that that man who had 
killed would be brought to justice.” 

Besides the slayings, Gallagher 
is accused of collaborating with his 
Red Chinese captors during his im- 
prisonment in North Korea. He 
faces a maximum of life at hard 
labor if convicted. 

Pate testified he once overheard 
Gallagher advise a Chinese officer 
to get rid of him as a barrier to 
the camp’s Communist indoctri- 
nation program. 

Pate conceded he did not witness 
the beating of the unnamed slaying 
victim. He said he was outside a 
building in the prison compound 
when he heard someone inside 
shout: 

“Get the hell out of my way. 
When I tell you to move that’s 
what I mean.”’ 

THROUGH WINDOW 

Pate testified he looked through 
a window and added: 

“Gallagher was picking up a 
man, not gently but very rough.”’ 

Pate said Gallagher hung the 
man on a steel hook in the corner 
of the room, then “kind of stood 
back and laughed at him and said, 
‘Next time when I say move, 
move.’ ”’

Move State Convicts, 
DeKalb Counters to 
Fire-Warden Order 


Row Follows 
Escape Fatal 
To Man, Boy

Commissioner Wheat Williams 
Monday told the state to remove 
its prisoners from DeKalb’s prison 
farm and announced plans for a 
civilian camp headed by Warden 
Paul Matthews. 


His fiery statement followed 
closely a State Board of Correc- 
tions order that he fire Matthews 
or lose the convicts. 


“If the removal of the convicts 
from DeKalb County means the re- 
moval of dictation... (I) assure 
the people that the immediate re- 
moval of all convicts will be high- 
ly desirable,’’ Williams retorted. 


The board’s unanimous decl- 
sion grew out of the escape of 
two prisoners from the DeKalb 
camp July 9. A teen-age boy and 
an Atlanta policeman were killed 
in the recapture chase. 


It would be the first time for 
prisoners to be removed from a 
county camp on the charge of 
negligence, said J. B. Hatchett, 
long-time assistant director of the 
Board of Corrections, 


Eight years ago the board re- 
moved convicts from the Jones 
County camp on charges of mis- 
treatment of prisoners. Since 
then, a warning has been suffi- 
cient to bring counties into line, 
Hatchett said.

Shows Good Sense 


Dr. Rufus Clement, only Negro mem- 
ber of the Atlanta Board of Education, 


has agreed to “go along” with a proposal 
that the full board study the problem of 
desegregation, but do nothing to change 
the Atlanta school system “right away.” 


This decision, which was one of cour- 
age, integrity and comman sense, will 
bring down upon Dr. Clement’s head the 
criticism of the more extreme of his 
own people, and will earn him no thanks 
from those who think no Negro should 
be elected to the board. But his action 
demonstrates. anew that the people of At- 
lanta were right in electing him, by a 
large majority, to his position. Certainly 
one-third of the population should be rep- 
resented. And assuredly it is a happy 
fact they are well and honestly repre- 
sented. 


Dr. Clement declared that the study 
proposal was, in his opinion, an act of 
“good faith.” Certainly there must be 
a study. To act without one would be an 
act of bad faith. The Atlanta board merits 
the support of the citizens. It has not 
acted with hysteria. Nor has it appealed 
for emotional violence. 


The decisions finally must be made at 
the local level, a fact even the’state must 
one day admit and accept. We recommend 
more studies be made and that all com- 
munities find out what their real problem 
is before any action is taken.

The Mayor Has Learned 
To Stick To His Trade 


Mayor Hartsfield has retired as a 
stockholder and director of Koffee Kup, 
Inc., a vending machine business. 


The mayor reported he turned in his 
stock and letter of resignation when he 
found the company was doing business in 
Atlanta. on a competitive basis. He claimed 
that he came into the business when 
its operations were strictly outside the 
city. He said he could not be connected 
with a firm that might even partly depend 
on political influence for its prosperity. 


Mayor Hartsfield owned one-tenth of 
the firm. He obtained this percentage in 
return for a small down payment and a 
note on an Atlanta bank. His was but one 
of several politically important names 
on the board of directors. Others include 
Alderman Jesse Draper and former Gov. 
Herman Talmadge. 


It is possible that Koffee Kup, Inc., 
wanted the mayor as a stockholder and 
director because of his wide business 
experience and affable, salesmanlike per- 
sonality. On the other hand, the cynical 
view could be that his name was worth 
more than his experience. Influence ped- 
Ming certainly is not confined to friends 
of national and state administrations. 


The mayor's speedy resignation helped 
preserve his cherished reputation for hon- 
esty, perhaps the most important single 
factor in his long series of re-elections as 
Atlanta’s chief executive. 


It was a close call, though. Mayors, 
like governors and presidents, apparently 
have more to fear from their friends than 
their enemies.

The Hurricane Season 


Is Always Bad News 


As “Connie” gathers force and speed 
a few hundred miles off the Florida coast 
and weather stations dust off their red 
and black warning flags as far north as 
Rhode Island, Americans are forcibly re- 
minded that the 1955 hurricane season has 
opened, 

The hurricane, with its driving rains 
and 150-mile winds and tidal waves. has 
long been one of the major fears of resi- 
dents of the Atlantic seaboard and Gulf 
coast. Last year four of the storms lashed 
into the American mainland. One, Carol— 
like Connie, the third of the year— 
claimed 70 lives and property damage es- 
timated at $500,000,000 as it beat a path 
from Long Island up through New Eng- 
land. 


In the past, the hurricane was even 
more a threat than it is today. As the 
weather bureau and the U.S. Navy learn 
more and more about the habits of the 
storms, it becomes possible to forewarn 
areas which mus} bear the brunt of the 
fury.’ Before it was possible to chart the 
hourly. progress of the storms as they 
moved across the ocean from their spawn- 
ing ‘grounds in the south Atlantic, hurri- 
cames Often struck the coast with little 
or ne warning. In 1926, for instance, a 
hurricane claimed 372 lives in Florida 
and the Gulf states. The same year an- 
other storm counted 600 dead in Cuba. 
In, 1928 a single hurricane killed almost 

-@ne thousand in the West Indies, then 


moved into Fl where the final death 
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toll was never known! some estimates 
have been as high as 2,500: 


However, hurricanes are too unde- 
pendable for even the most modern of 
weather apparatus to prove a defense 
against them, as last year’s “Carol” dem- 
onstrated. The warning flags had already 
been taken down and reports had the 
storm far out to sea and dying when it 
suddenly reversed its course and moved 
into the mainland.

The Fords To Sponsor 
New Uses of the Atom 


Members of the Ford automobile man- 
ufacturing family have announced the 
establishment of a $1,000,000 fund to re- 
ward those who find constructive uses 
for nuclear energy. 


Known as the Atoms for Peace Awards, 
the prizes will be given on an interna- 
tional basis for those who discover new 
ways by which the atom can be used 
for the bénefit of mankind. The fund will 
be a memorial to Henry Ford, founder of 
the Ford empire, and his son, Edsel. 


Announcement of the awards should 
provide further incentive for the devel- 
opment of the atom into a mighty instru- 
ment for good. Only quite recently has it 
emerged from the purely military realm 
into the civilian field. The first nuclear 
powered generating plant in the United 
States has been opened in New York state, 
and electricity from its turbines is power- 
ing home appliances. 


The uses of the atom almost are in- 
finite. As a weapon of destruction it may 
be horrible enough to prevent major fu- 
ture wars. As an instrument for good 
it may be the means to bring mankind to 
an even easier, healthier and more abun- 
dant life.

Week-end raids in Coffee and Thomas 
Counties resulted in arrests of 72 ad- 
ditional persons accused of violations of 
the state’s revenue laws. This makes a 
total of more than 700 arrests since Reve- 
nue Commissioner T. V. Williams began 
his crackdown on the state’s illicit liquor 
traffic. 


The raids should continue. War on 
bootlegging should be constant. Georgia 
has become known as the leading state in 
the nation in the manufacture of moon- 
shine whisky. The traffic is big business 
and the loss to the state in revenue adds up 
to several millions of dollars annually. 


Commissioner Williams and his agents 
are to be commended for an apparent de- 
termined bid to stop the growth of this 
insidious racket.

The more one ponders over 
the turbulent six days at the 
summit, the more evidence there 
seems to be that the Soviet 
leaders came there possessed of 
a wistful yearning tao reclaim 
what they themselves destroyed 
10 years ago—a working alliance 
between the United States and 
themselves—-and that the crisis 
and explanation of the confer- 
ence was the discovery by Mar- 
shat Bulganin and Mr. Khrush- 
chev that what they once had 
and lightly discarded cannot be 
so easily revived. 

Why else would they feel it 
necessary to devote four days to 
an attempted reassurance of the 
Fast Germans and why would 
they have tried for anything so 
revolutionary as a_ revival of 
the United States-Soviet alliance 
if they were not facing the pos- 
sibility that the course of inter- 
national events was not moving 
as they had hoped. 


For 10 years the foreign af- 
fairs of Communist China were 
handled in Moscow. The day 
Washington and Peking settle 
their dangerous differences by 
direct negotiations, Communist 
China will have reclaimed con- 
trol over its own foreign policy 
and Moscow will have lost one 
of its instruments of power. 


Thus one explanation of Ge- 
neva which makes sense to 
many observers is that Moscow 
went there well knowing that 
its period of control over China 
was running out, that China was 
a country capable of making 
either peace or war with the 
United States on its own initia- 
tive and without regard to the 
wishes or interests of Moscow. 

The logical Soviet reaction to 
such emerging possibility could 
be precisely what happened at 
Geneva—a Soviet effort to re- 
establish the old wartime asso- 


ciation with the United States 
at the expense both of China 


and Germany. 
Much has been heard in re- 
cent months about alleged eco 


nomic difficulties inside the So- 
viet Union, yet such difficulties 
do not yet appear to be critical. 
If there is weakness in the 
Soviet position it is much more 
likely that it exists in the area 
of foreign policy. Russian his- 
tory is strewn with the wreckage 
of overambitious foreign policy 
plans and maneuvers. 

Probably in 1945 the Kremlin 
could not forsee the time when 
it might be again in need of a 
little friendship in Washington. 
Its armies and its ideology were 
advancing on all fronts. Fastern 
Europe was in Soviet hands and 
Western Europe seemed almost 
in their grasp, communism was 
a new evangelism to much of 
Asia. The Kremlin could afford 
to neglect its relations with 
Washington, and did. 

Now there is a powerful China 
on one side and a rising Ger- 
many on the other. Communism 
is no longer as_ fashionable: 
Moscow has much strength at 
home but declining strength in 
many areas outside its frontiers. 


What could be mere logical than. 


seeking at Geneva the revival 
of an old alliance, with Marshal 
Georgi K. Zhukov as the trump 
card? 

That card was played at 
Geneva, but it did not take the 
trick. Messrs. Eisenhower and 
Dulles went on to open talks 
with Peking. Marshal Bulganin 
and Mr. Khrushchev were left 
with nothing they could do ex- 
cept try to relieve the enormous 
anxieties which must have. been

Two great objectives dominate 
German politics and German 
public opinion today. They are: 

To maintain the alliance with 
the West. 

To get the Russians out of the 
Fast Zone and re-unite the coun- 
try. 

If these objectives can be 
brought about together, without 
the one impairing the other, that 
is clearly what German leader- 
ship and German popular opin- 
jon want—almost unanimously. 

But, let us face it, if the West- 
ern allies cannot get the Russians 
out of the East Zone—not tomor- 
row necessarily but not too far 
in the future—then the Germans 
are going to try it themselves, 
by some kind of deal and ulti- 
mately perhaps by almost any 
kind of deal, even if it imperils 
or nullifies the Western alliance.

Chancellor Adenauer’s pro- 
Western policies are now visibly 
strengthened by his recent ap- 
pointment of Dr. Heinrich Von 
Brentano as foreign minister.

Kefauver Performs 


A Valuable Service 


WASHINGTON—In its final stages the Congress 
that adjourned recently probably produced, 
other things, another candidate for the 


cratic presidential nomination. 

A familiar figure, an old hand 
at the game — Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver, of Tennessee. Looking back 
to 1952 we can recall, as a matter 
of fact, that he had far more ex- 
perience in running for the nomi- 
nation, doing it the hard way by 
getting out and stumping for dele- 
gates in the primaries, than did 
the man who got the nomination, 
and suddenly, at the conven- 
tion and then went on to run for 
President. Meaning Adlai Steven- 
son. 

He surely is a candidate for re- 
nomination; and Sen. Kefauver is 
showing signs of challenging him. 

In 1952, you'll remember, he 
dragged into your living room on 
the television screen a strange as- 
sortment of characters, racketeers, 
gangsters, hoodlums, that your 
wife would never let into your 
front door. It made the senator's 
stern face and his solemn manner 
known in every household so that. 
when he entered the presidential 
primaries in several states, they 
knew him when they saw him com- 
ing without the “I am Estes’ Ke- 
fauver’’ routine that he introduced 
up and down the main streets of 
a good part of America, grinning 
shyly and holding: out his big paw, 
It got him votes in primary elec- 
tions, so many votes that it sur- 
prised the professional politicians. 
Enough in fact, so that he went 
into the Chicago convention with 
more pledged delegate votes than 
anybody else — 236%—and he be- 


many’s first full-time Foreign 
Minister since the ill-fated Rib- 
bentrop and the contrast could 
not be more complete. Brentano 
comes.of a distinguished German 
family of political liberals—art- 
ists, writers, diplomats. He has 
a political record unsmirched .by 
any proHitler associations. He 
is not only a faithful personal 
and political ally of Adenauer, 
he is a total ally of Adenauer’s 
purposes by the deepest con- 
viction. 

He is clearly a man of candor 
and courage. He is not two men 
— one to foreigners and another 
to his own. He is one man to 
all—not brilliant, necessarily, but 
perceptive, straightforward and 
honorable beyond the call of pro- 
fessional deplomacy. 


As long as Adenauer and Bren- 
tano and their colleagues con- 
trol German policy, the Western 
alliance will never be sacrificed 
to any deal with the Russians toe 
buy unification. 

But there will ultimately be 
successors to Chancellor Ade 
nauer and it looks now as though 
the Soviets would wait—and wait 
some more if possible—in the ex- 
pectation that a Kremlin offer 
of German unification in return 
for Germany's withdrawal from 
NATO will ultimately prove irre 
sistible.

The Korean police also asserted 
that another Korean was jabbed 
by a bayonet-at Taegu, in south 
central Korea.

Police said three other Koreans 
were struck by rocks and injured 
slightly when U. S. soldiers drove 
them off as they tried to approach 
a truce team’s compound at Seoul’s 
port of Inchon.

Dora Is Faced 


With Tough Decision 


Dora D., 15, is the pregnant 
teen-ager described yesterday. 


“‘But what can I do now?” she 
wailed. 

Many girls, as well as fearful 
wives who don’t want babies, 
then rush to a physician for 
some medicine which they 
think will cause the womb to 
empty itself. 

We have no medicines that 
exert a significant effect in this 
respect, though many doctors 
prescribe them for their psy- 
chological effect on the patient. 

Many of these women are not 
pregnant, anyway, but their 
apprehension may interrupt 
the normal action of the uterus 
for a month or even more. 

The second thing some wom- 
is abortion, 
which is illegal and fraught 
with many hazards, moral and 
medical. 

Many women develop infec- 
tion and even if they don’t die, 
their tubes may remain per- 
manently sealed thereafter so 
they are sterile. 

Thus, when they may later 
marry happily and want a 
baby, they can’t have one. 

By all means, don’t rush 
around among your high school 
classmates and ask their ad- 
vice. 

This blabber-mouth method 
simply spreads the gossip all 


over the town and further em- 
bagrasses your parents, whom 
you have harmed already far 
more than you can dream of. 

First, tell your mother: Also, 
consult with your clergyman 
and family physician. These 
men will offer you helpful ad- 
vice, so don’t blurt your story 
to the rest of the town. 

Through these three sources 
of advice, you girls can then 
decide on your next step. 

If the prospective father is 
single and you two are in love, 
and if you are both old enough 
to establish a home, then mar- 
riage may be indicated. 

If not, the man may be ex- 
pected to finance the next pro- 
cedure, which may involve 
sending the girl away to visit 
“relatives.” 

Through the Salvation Army 
and other charitable organiza- 
tions, there are homes for un- 
wed expectant mothers. 

In the long run, the most ef- 
ficient solution for a girl of 
Dora’s youth and irresponsi- 
bility, is to have her spend a 
few months in such a home. 

After the baby is born, she 
should let it be adopted, for 
there are thousands of ideal 
homes where would-be parents 
are eager to adopt such in- 
fants.

Keep your seats, Mr. and Mrs. Consumer, it looks like we’re 
headed for a long, non-stop flight into the uncharted outer space 
of economic expansion. 

What’s more, you’re the pilots. 

It's your insatiable appetite for more and better goods and 
Services that’s keeping the fuel tanks full, too. 

Once a dream of science-fiction writers, interplanetary 
travel is apparently coming closer and closer to reality, though 
its significance is not easy to comprehend. 

But comparing the economy with it is not too far-fetched. As 
a matter of fact, it’ll take the first space travelers from earth a 
long time to reach the zeniths already explored by our economy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—The government today ap- 
proved two private industry plans for the construction of 
~nuclear reactor plants to produce electric power. 


The action by the Atomic 
Energy Commission cleared the 
way for government-industry ne- 
gotiations looking to licensing 
and limited federal aid. 

One group, composed of De- 
troit Edison Co. and Associates, 
would build and operate a nu- 
clear plant capable of producing 
100,000 kilowatts of electric 
energy. To be completed in late 
1959, it would be built in the 


; Detroit area. 


The second approved plan was 


‘advanced by the nuclear power 


group led by the Commonwealth 
Edison Co. of Chicago. It would 
build, by 1960, a 180,000-kilowatt 
plant about 44 miles southwest of 
Chicago. 


GIVE PROMISE
